SPOKESMAN 


Cr, A. Fisher introduced the 
spokesman for the protesters, 
Mr, Bill Sommers, 31, a boiler- 
maker at Bernard-Smith’s, in 
Blackshaws-rd, 

Mr. Sommers, of Paringa-rd., 
aid he had eight points to stress. 
nd these were: 

@ The CRB’s method of noti- 
ing the people was deplorable. 
‘Why was it necessary to adopt 
e attitude that ‘we need your 








rid of you straight away’. 

@ The Minister for Local 
Government, Mr. Hamer, and 
the Minister of Public Works, 
Mr. Porter, should _ negotiate 
directly with the people, instead 
of the people having to find their 
own valuers. 


@ Recompense should cover 
removal costs, changeover costs 
and legal fees. 


@ The people should be al- 
lowed to stay in the homes rent 
free for six months while they 
looked for another home. At 
present the CRB has offered 
them four weeks rent free after 
compensation is paid, and then 
they would have to pay rent 
until they moved. Mr. Sommers 
said he believed the rent would 
be $8 to $10. 


ASSURANCES 


@ The people should be as- 
sured that they would be able to 
get loans on_ their new homes. 
He said the State Savings Bank 
told him that day they would 
negotiate new loans, but he did 
not know how the other lending 
mstitutes would think. 

@ Land prices around Altona 
should be pegged for a year. 
He said: “Prices in Altona went 
up $1000 today, a Footscray real 
estate salesman told me."’ Pegg- 
ing land prices would mean that 
people could get another block 
of land at a more reasonable 
price. 

@ A by-law should be made 
to_ensure that councils and the 
CRB would co-operate more. He 
said a man in Paringa-rd. had 
built his home only six months 
ago and now had to move. - 


@ The CRB should be asked 
to find suitable land for the dis- 
placed people. He would like 
to see a new subdivision picked 
out for them. 

Cr. Fisher said the people 
were not objecting to the free- 
way in itself. They realise that 
it would increase the value of 
Jand and properties. 

But they were seeking REAL 
compensation that was paid im- 
mediately and not in a year’s 
time. 


INTEREST 


And besides this, interest at 
the ruling rate of 8 per cent. 
should be paid from the date 
of accrue) to when it was finally 
paid. 


He said the housxs should be 
valued by an independent valuer 
not one employed by the CRB. 

“People employed by bureau- 
cracy tend to-favour the bureau- 
eracy. 

He said: “This ar za has_be- 
come a residential area, full of 
friends and neighbours. Dam- 
ages should be paid for tl > loss 
of these amenities. 

“Many people have beautified 
their homes with gardens and 
other improvements. Damages 
should be paid for these.” 





THE COSTS 


Cr. Fisher said the CRB should 
also pay for stamp duty, loan 
registration fees, fees for 
lawyers and experts, sewerage 
expenses, road improvements, 
valuation fees, trees, shrubs and 
gardens, removal costs, storage 
costs and loss of wages when a 
husband has to be home from 
work to move his family. 

The value of the homes has 
already dropped, he said. _ 

And when it came to assessing 

damages, he said, a garden 
tree should not be looked upon 
as costing a certain amount, but 
on the value its owner placed 
on it for its ‘shade, beauty and 
fruit. 

Cr, Fisher said the people in 
the fifties and sixties would have 
a hard time trying to find finance 


for new homes. The CRB should 
guarantee loans to these people, 
he_said. 

The people should be told when 
their homes were to be torn 
down. 

Only fools bought homes over- 
night, he said, the people should 
be given adequate time to select 
a new home and move. 

“And they should be given 
free rent or alternative houses 
until they can find another good 
home.” 

Cr. Fisher said: “The route 
is established. We can do noth- 
ing to alter it. We can only ac- 
cept it. 

“But we seek just compensa- 
tion for the things I have men- 
tioned—and for other people who 
would be affected in other ways. 


LOST FRIENDS 
“These included people who 
would be affected by noise of the 
traffic, road collisions, lost 
friends and neighbours, stones 
flying off the freeway, exhaust 
fumes and individdal safety.” 
Cr. Fisher added: “I want to 
add one all important warning. 





That is to the people. Don't sign 
anything that is a form concern, 
ing compensation. 

“You may be taken for a 
ride by bureaucracy.” : 
Mr. Sommers said on Friday 

he saw many of the affected 
people. ‘“‘They had red eyes, 
tooking at their bank accounts.’ 

He said: “Things like this 

should never happen. This plan 
IT am told, has been on the 
maps since 1929, rnd I saw the 
plans for this e«ght years ago 
in the city. 

“Why are people allowed to 

build if this was known?” 

“I have heard of a woman con- 

fined to bed with nervous trouble 
because of this.” 


MAN TO MAN 

Mr. Sommers said the CRB 
executives should face _ the 
people. ‘We are prepared to 
talk with them man to man. We 
are workers and so are they. 

“If they were affected they'd 
be up to the Supreme Court 
getting their writs. 

Mr. Sommers said he wished 
to thank the Presbyterian Church 
for allowing the residents to 
meet there, and the counci) for 
providing the bus. _ 

Mr. Sommers said: “It 
another government bungle. 

“That land should have been 
set aside and used for parks 
for our kids until the time it was

needed. This should have been 
done instead of allowing homes 
to be built there. 


DOWN DRAIN 
“People should be able to go 
out and buy a new home with- 
out being $2000 down the drain. 
“Couldn't the council buy into 
an estate to resettle the people. 
“It's unnecessary wrecking of 
homes,” Mr. Sommers said. 
Cr. Lee said the CRB should 
be prepared to buy parts of the 
Laverton Estate to resettle the 
people. “It would be the last 
opportunity that we would have 


to buy. 
SOLUTION 

Cr. Ginifer said it could be a 
practical solution for people 
wanting to stay in the area. 
“The CRB has power to buy and 
subdivide. Whether they would 
do it is something I do not 
know.” ~ 

Mr. Sommers said on Monday, 
field officers of the CRB were 
going around the houses. ‘Don't 
sign anything they give you,” he 
warned. He added: “‘Could we 
stop these field officers from 
bothering these people who are 
already worried?" 

Cr, Lee said his employer (an 
estate agent) had given him 
two or three weeks leave of ab- 
sence “to work on this.” 

“Whatever you do, don’t 
panic,”’ he told the meeting.

Freeway Acquisition Problems 


Altona North residents whose homes will be demolished to make way |7 


for the approaches to the Lower Yarra Bridge do not wish to stand in the 
way of progress, but they are concerned that the amount of compensation 
io be paid by the Country Roads Board will not he adequate. 


This was the reason the public meeting of .residents 
whose properties are either wholly or partly affected by the 
highway (Route 9) was held last Monday morning in the 
Presbyterian Church Hall in Paringa-rd., Altona North, said 
one of the residents, Mr. Bill Sommers, at the commencement. 


The hall was filled with 140 anxious residents 
seeking answers to a number of questions. About 


80 houses in Altona North 


Mr. A. W. Knight, MLC, and 
Cr. A. J. Fisher addressed the 
meeting chaired by Cr. H. .W. 
Lee. 


A. petition seeking adequate 
compensation was presented to 
Altona Se on the next 
night (Tuesday). 

Sr. eee pointed’out that 
residents knew there was to be 
a new highway, but they did 
not know they would be affected 
to such a great extent. 

Most residents thought they 
would be losing 12 to 15-ft. off 
the -backs of their properties. 


Instead, they were losing all. 

Jt appeared compensation 
weuld be only 10 per cent. above 
valuation said Mr. Sommers. 
Thus if a property is worth 
$12,000 or $14,000 the owner 
would only get $1200 to $1400 to 
compensate him for having to 
move. 

Mr. Sommers voiced a num- 
ber of questions for which the 
owners are seeking answers. He 
asked: “Where do we live when 
this happens?” “‘Is_ there an 
alternative route?” “‘Could the 
SEC go underground to save our 
homes?” (the route will run be- 
side SEC transmission lines). 
“Who will pay the legal ex- 
penses?” ‘Who will pay re- 
movalists?” And: ‘Where do 
we go from here?” 


“WE MUST STICK 
TOGETHER” 


- _ We must stick together and 
fight to the hilt,” said Mr. 
Sominers. 


He stated that land in the 
area is valued at $6000 per block. 
He admitted that when they first 
came to the area residents paid 
a good price for their land. How- 
ever, today, it would cost $6000 
for the land and $9000 to $10.000 
to put up a new house. This 
alone would put residents $2000 
“down the drain,” said Mr.- 
Sommers. On top of this would 
be legal expenses, removalists 
and other incidental expenses. 
“Who pays?” asked Mr. Som- 
mers. 


He asked if the CRB would 
obtain land and build new 
homes. 


“It is not our desire to stand 
in the way of progress, what 
we want is an adequate com- 
pensation deal,” concluded Mr. 
Sommers. 

Failure of the CRB to send 
field officers out to ‘explain to 
owners why it was necessary 
to acquire their properties caused 
this protest meeting, said Mr.

He said it had been promised 
that officers would be in the 
area when the letters were de- 
livered to owners last Thurs- 
day. The letters were delivered 
but nobody was available for 
resdents to ask the many ques- 
tions which came to mind.

He told the residents that the 
SEC power lines were to be re- 
located at a cost to the govern- 
ment of $3,000,000, but that this 
did not leave an easement wide 
enough for the highway. 


Route 9 requires 12 laneways 
—six each way—the volume of 
traffic expected is to be higher 
than the normal estiniate. . 

He said he does not want to 
stop progress, but believes the 
people should be fully protec- 
ed. 


-Mr. Knight said alternative 
routes have been fully discussed 
and investigated, but more 
houses would be affected by the 
alternative schemes. The pre- 
sent plan is the one which affects 
the minimum of houses. 


PROGRESS IS WANTED 


“Progress is~ wanted, the 
bridge must go ahead and I 
am sure the Minister for Local 
Government, Mr. Hamer, will 
be only too happy to come and 
see the people,” said Mr. Knight. 


Mr. Sommers asked why ‘a 
resident was allowed to build 
his home, valued at $16,000, six 
months ago and permitted only 
three weeks ago to have sewer- 
age connected to the property. 

He also wanted to know where

the 114 affected owners in the 
Altona, Spotswood and Yarra- 
ville area would: now find land 
on which to build new homes. 


The main problem is not to 
stop the freeway, said Cr, 
Fisher, all agree this is a 
necessity for Melbourne. What 
is needed is a quick equitable 
compensation fer owners. 


Compensation is for the value 
of the property, plus more for 
“injurious affectation” for los- 
ing intangible assets, storage, 
remévalists, legal expenses, etc. 


The amount of compensation 
above the valuation may not ni 
to be 10 per cent., but in other 
cases it could be more. 


Cr. Fisher said it will be neces- 
sary for owners to negotiate. 
« He pointed out that the CRB's 
letter to owners asked how much 
they wanted. Cr. Fisher doubts 
if the owners could estimate 
the values of their properties 
and intangibles. 


He said a true value of each 
property must be gained from 
an independent valuer or auth- 
ority and this value must be 
equitable. 


One man does a lot of work 
to his property, another not 
much, said Cr. Fisher, if they 
received the same compensa- 
iton it would not be equitable. 


“DON'T SIGN" 


Cr. Fisher urged the owners 
not as yet to sign any forms 
forwarded by the CRB. 


He said it would be unwise to 
sign anything before obtaining 
.an independent valuation and in- 
dependent assessment of ‘“‘in- 
jurious affectation.” 


Cr. Fisher considers the 
people who will lose the whole 
of their properties are better off 
than those who will be partly 
affected. He said these people 
used to: living in a quiet area 
will in future have the incon- 
venience of noise and their prop- 
erty will depreciate. - 


The people who will have the 
freeway outside their front doors 
are in a different position. 


There are no fixed rules of 
price or valuation or for the in- 
convenience which they can only 
say they suffer said Cr. Fisher. 


He said he is concerned that 
residents are losing something

“THANKS A 


A local committee to assist the 
“Thanks a Million” Appeal to 
be held in July for the Royal 
District Nursing Service was 
formed at a public meeting held 
in the Altona Civic Hall last 
week. 

Sixteen people, including the 
Shire President, Cr. S. G. Me- 
Intosh, and Crs. G. den Dulk 
and W. L. J. Crofts, were pre- 
sent. 

The history of the Nursing Ser- 
vice, founded in 1885, was out- 
lined by Mr. Stone, the appeal 
director. 

- From its inception, the Service 
has been concerned with gen- 
eral public health and treating 
the sick in their own homes. 


Last year nursing sisters of 
the Service paid 3000 visits to 
93 patients in Altona. In the 
metropolitan area they made just 
on 350,000 visits to over 13,000 
patients. At least 12,000 of these 
require hospitalisation. It is 
freely recognised that if the Ser- 
vice did not exist, Melbourne 
would immediately require at 
least one other hospital the size 
of the Royal Melbourne. 

The nursing sisters operate 
from centres strategically placed 
around Melbourne—Camberwell, 
Preston, Footscray and Moorab- 
bin. However, it is necessary 
for the sisters to travel as far 
afield as Werribee from the Foot- 
scray_centre, Eltham from Pres- 
ton, Lilydale from Camberwell 
and Portsea from Moorabbin.

Also, if you need to shift any of your plants to a more 
suitable position, now would be the ideal time to do so.
